Eeport of Committee on Education. 

The Coiimiittee on Education submitted tlie following Hcporl: 

The people of the State of Michigan nuiy congratulate themselves on having 
a system of public instniction approaching very nearly perfection. Provision is 
made by law for establishing a free common school in every school district in the 
State, to give instruction in the solid brandies of learning. I’rovision isalsomade 
for a regular system of union or griided schools, in which a complete course of 
preparatory study may be pursued in order to entrance upon the higher courses of 
L-niversity instruction. One of the noblest Universities thcut adorn the Republic 
is the property, the pride, and the glory of the citizens of Michigan. An Agri- 
cultural College, having more immediately in view the wants of that large class of 
the population that may justly be described as the bone and sinew of the State, 
and that are developing its rich material resources, has been originated by legisla- 
tive wisdom and action, and will become, we hope, a permanent institution. We re- 
gret that no public provision has been made for atfording to females as ample fa- 
cilities for obtaining the highest grade of collegiate instruction and honor as those 
existing for the other sex. We can sec no good reason why the doors of the Uni- 
versity of the State should not be thrown open for the admission of those on whose 
<‘ducation and accomplishments depend, to so large an extent, the well-being, the so- 
cial progress, the higher civilization and the elevated destinies of the race. We have 
tailed in our attempts to realize tlie force of the arguments against so just, so be- 
fitting, so enlightened a measure, and we for the present dismiss the topic with the 
hope that the day is not far distant when the voice of the people Avill be expressed 
in such a manner as will secure to the class so deeply interested Avhat is not asked 
as a privi/cffc, hut is claimed as u ririht. In the meantime, the people at large 
should give all possible encouragement and support tofemah* collegiate institu- 
lions projected l)y juivatc and denominatituial entc'-prise. 

There arc mnv in the State about four thousand school dislrids, in the schools 
of which about one hundred and eighty - four thousand cliildren are taught the 
rudiments of education. The amount raised the past year for tlie sujijiftrt of thesi* 
schools by the one -mill tax Avas $127,745 45. The amount approjwiated from 
|| the Primary school interest Avas $105,70(> 07, making a total of .$255,451 50. 

There are fifty I’^nion Schools, free academies of preparatory instruction, in ex- 
istence in the State. 

The State I^ormal Scliool 1 las a board of ten professors and teacheis. whogaAe 
instruction the past year to three hundred and eleven pupil.s. 

The Agricultural College embraces five departments of instruction. 

The University of Itlichigan has tAA'enty - six professors and instnictois and 
numbered in its classes the past year fiA’e hundred and fifty students. 

There are in the State thirteen academies and colleges controlled and sustained 
by private energy and denominational liberality. 

As the large.st Christian denomination in the {State, having performed the lar- 
gest share of pioneer evangelizing labors, enjoying the richest rcAvards and honors 
of denominational enterprise, and fitted and expected from our very economy, to 
be mo.st aggressive and far reaching in our plans and operations, we ought to be 
most alive to the educational interests of the State. The influence of our minis- 
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) v ought to be felt in every school belonging to the 8tatc, iroin the humblest pri- 
mary up to tlie great University. Every Methodist minister, especially in liis 
local relations and ministries, should give due attention to the interests of this 
cause as they come within his held of vision. His reading, his study, his obser- 
vation, his practical influence, should embrace this high department of the 
thought, the life and the action of the community, regard it as the duty of 
the Christian pastor, the performance of which involves his reputation and stand- 
ing in the community, as well as the weight of his pulpit instructions and the re- 
lative position and influence of his charge, as he would naturally take part in 
every reformatory im)vement, even so to interest himselt specially in all the edu- 
cational agencies of his sphere of labor. The salvation of souls is involved in all 
his efforts to affect the life, the movements, the weal of the whole people. 

W'e now submit that the time has fully come when we should give our most 
serious and weighty attention to the educational interests and wants of our own 
church as existing within the boundaries of the State of jMichigan. The histoiy 
of our educational erterprise may be read both for instruction and encouragement. 

While its pages are not free from the ordinary indexes of human infirmity, yet we 
can write it, and print it, and read it without feeling that we have more than or- 
dinary cause to be ashamed of our neglects and deficiencies. 

In 1833 a few of the enlightened men of the church started the project oi 
founding an institution of learning of a high grade under the patronage of Meth- 
odism in ^lichigan. Proposals respecting its location were submitted to the An- 
nual Conference in 1834, when that body appointed a committee to take the mat- I 

ter into consideration. The institution was chartered by the Territorial Legisla- 
ture in 1835. In 1831) the charter was amended and the location changed to Al- 
bion. In 1841 the corner stone of the main building was laid, and in the fall of 
1813 the institution, to The joy of its friends, went into successful operation. In 
184!) the charter was enlarged so as to embrace the immunities of a Female Col- 
lege. Its history the past ten years has been that of a very successful preparato- 
ry seminary of instruction and female collegiate institute. During the seventeen 
years of its existence, the average attendance of its pupils has been three hundred 
and fifty. It is a fair estimate that from five to six thousand different persons 
have received instruction in its halls, the largest proportion of whom have honor- 
ed its name in the various professions and walks of life. Our ministry in Michi- 
gan has been greatly enriched by the talents ;ind devotion of many yho ob- 
tained their education in the Wesleyan Seminary at Albion. Through their la- 
bors the salvation of even thousands has resulted from the treasure and piayeis 
of the church, as represented in the establishment and maintenance of the institu- 
tion. 

It were a mistake to suppose that its financial operations have been devoid of 
economy. Mistakes are apparent in its financial history, but where is the institu- 
tion whose financial records are free from these i W e think it safe to say that, 
making due allowance for the infirmity of human judgment, and the eirors inci- 
dent to the practical administration of business affairs by many minds instead of 
one controlling will, the management of the institution has been, on the whole, as 
satisfactory as could have been expected. During its entire history, the annual 
total average of salaries paid to teachers has not exceeded $2^500. The institution 



now possesses, in real estate ami buildings, property to tlie amount of ^40,- 
000, and lias ^15,000 towards an endowment fund. All its liabilities exist in tlie 
shape of scliolarsliip demands for tuition in the solid branches of instruction. Tlie 
amount of these is comparatively large. Aside from these the institution is en- 
tirely free from debt. The annual exhibit of the board of Trustees, as submitted 
to this Conference, shows its aggregate receipts the past year to have been $5,- 
427.90, and its total expenditures $5,225.92, leaving a balance of receipts unex- 
])ended of $201 98, At the present time its management is such as to commend 
it, without qualilication, to the confidence of every member and friend of the 
church. Its number of students the past year was three hundred and forty -one, 
one hundred and ninety -six of whom were ladies. Thirteen of these graduated 
to the full honors of the institution, making the aggregate number of graduates 
since the organization of the collegiate department eighty-nine. The Faculty of 
the institution remains the same, and may be properly characterized as laborious 
and harmonious. 

Though the institution is now highly prosperous, yet it is painfully evident 
that without sjieedy and liberal help its operations must soon be seriously crip- 
pled, if not brought to an inglorious close. The annual income from $15,000 
will, by no means, defray the annual expenses of the institution, yet this is the 
extent of its endowment. Its receipts, aside from this income, and from the col- 
lection of notes «)f an uncertain character, and from fluctuating sources, such 
as the avails of tuition in the ornamental branches, and from rents of buildings 
and rooms, an^ liable to a continuous annual diminution. Every effort has been 
made, by those having the institution in charge to perpetuate its prosperity, but 
the true state of the case Avarrants us in saying that something more is impera- 
tively demanded than temporary measures of relief. 

In view of the whole, the Trustees have come to the c«»ncluslon that the true 
method of meeting the wants of the institution and placing it on a penuanent 
basis is to procure all the privilegs of a full college charter, so as to graduate gen- 
tlemen as well as ladies — to make the institution a college in the full sense of the 
term, and on this basis ask the friends of education to come forward and ctm- 
tribute for its ample endowment. In tliis movement they liave been seconded by 
some of the most intelligent and wealthy laymen of the church, assembled in 
convention together with ministers, on the 12th of June last. That convention 
appointed a committee, con-sisting of Elijah H. Pilcher, W. M. McConnell, John 
Owen, J. W. Hulin, S. W. Walker, and Geoige Smith, to lay the proposed plan 
before the two Annual Conferences of the church in this State, and ask their ap- 
proval and hearty co-operation. Your committee have given their prayerful 
attention to the whole subject, and fully endorse the main idea of the proposal, 
and now recommand the plan of the Trustees and convention to the favorable 
consideration of the Conference. The following reasons, among others, are sub- 
mitted as sustaining the resolve of the Trustees, unanimously approved by the 
convention : 

It would give the institution a position that w^ould relieve it at once from all 
competition with the Union Schools of the State, which now afford very good 
facilities for preparatory training and instruction. 



It would give our c*h\nch its proper position among other denominations who 
liave their own chartered colleges, and enable us to graduate our sons as well as 
daughters in an institution fully in sympathy with our own doctrines and usages, 
thus retaining them, in all probability, in the service for life of the church of their 
fatheis. 

A complete college eomse of instruction could b(' taught at a comparatively 
small expense in addition t<. wliat is requisite to teach the partial course as now 
constituted. 

It is the firm conviction ot tlu* triends of the institution that, upon such 
a basis of operations, liberal contributions for an endoAvment could be obtained, 
and upon no other. 

The Methodist Church in Michigan possesses abundant wealth that could be 
spaied for this purpose, nor are oui- people wanting in liberality. Let our wealthy 
laymen see the magnitud(‘ of the interests involved, and become thoroughly con- 
scious that the permanent well-being and i)rosperity of Methodism are intimately 
connected with its own projier educational mission and entei-prise, and it must not 
be questioned that they would largely and cheerfully invest their means in the am- 
ide endowment of a noble Metliodist College. The aggregate number of Methodist 
ministers in the State is Ivo hundred and seventy-four ; the membership of the 
church foots up to thirty-two tho%isand six hundred and four. 

With such an array of Methodistic foice it becomes us to do gieat things for 
Cod and His church. May wt* not be found recreant to our trusts. 

Your committee submit for the action of the Conference the resolutions follow- 
ing : 

Itesolvcd, 1. That as mininsteis of the Gospel we will cherish in our hearts the 
sacred cause of education, and give increased attrition to its various interests in 
our respective fields of labor. 

Resolved, 2, That we hereby approve of the plan devised by the Trustees of the 
Wesleyan Seminary and Albion Female Collegiate Institute, and endorsed by a con- 
vention of ministers and laymen on the l2th of June last, for elevating the institu- 
tion to the rank of a college and procuring its endowement ; and that we will co- 
operate with the authorities of the institution in every way practicable in secur- 
ing so desirable an object. 

Resolved, 3, That instead of appointing an endowment agent to operate within 
the bounds of this Conference, Ave leave it Avith the Board of Trustees to devise 
all necessjiry details for carrying out the plan of endoAvment.

Keport of the Board of Visitors to the Albion Female College and Wesleyan Seminary. 

Dear Fathers axs Brethren.— The undersigned, appointed by your body 
and the Michigan Conference, as a Board of Visitors to the Albion Female College 
and Wesleyan Seminary, beg leave to present the following report : 

We, as a part of your committee, Avere present at the commencement exei cists of 
the institution in June last, and also at a portion of the examinations in the several 
classes. We were highly gratified with the evidences of capacity, diligence, and 
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sohulaiship exhibited by tJie several classes, and tlie ability a>id thoroughuess of 
llie board of instruction in the several departments. The students generally 
^ave ample evidence that they understond, not only the text-books, but the sub- 
jects treated of therein, and that, by a thorough mastery of the princijdes of 
science, tliey were qualifying themselves for usefulness and distinction in the 
active duties of life. Among so much that was good it would seem invidious to 
discriminate ; we would, however, mention as especially gratifying, the examina- 
tions in tlie department of mental and moral science, natural science, and the 
languages ; we refer also Avitli pleasure to the beautiful paintings and drawings

The commencement exercises were planned upon a large scale, and held in a 
magnificent show tent, jirocunnl for the occasion, and were witnessed by thousands 
of persons coming from every quarter of the 8late. 

The literary jierformances of the gra.duating class were of a high order, indi- 
cating superior talent and inqirovement, and affording satisfaction and pleasure to 
the large and appreciative audience. 

We cannot forbear calling your attention to the ( vidences ailoi'dcd us of the 
firmness and mildness with which the government of the institution is admin- 
istered, in the respectful diderence and affectionate regard exhibited between tlu> 
Faculty and the students; giving the best possible demonstration that the reins 
were held by the hands of a jiarent, and obeyed by the liearts of children. 

In conclusion, we earnestly and heartily commend this college and seminary 
to the ]iatronizing Conferences, and to our friends generally throughout the State 
as thorough in its government. 

Its fine central location, in the midst of thriving villages and fertile farms, 
witli a salubrious climate, and increasing facilities to reach it, must make it a 
favorite resort for educational imrposes.

Report of the Committee on Finance and Financial Plan Adopted by the 

Conference. 



The Committee appointed at the last Conference to revise tlie financial plan for 
tlie management of the affairs of preachers and the church, submitted the follow- 
ing 

liEI’OKT ; 

That tlie necessity for a suitable and complete support for the ministry is so 
obvious that it need not be argued. The only question witli the body of our peo- 
ple and ministry is : ‘ How is this to be secured ?’ Tlie General Conference has 
clothed the Annual Conferences with authority to make all needful specific rules 
and regulations on this subject. This Conference, from the first, has had a finan- 
cial plan that, in its main features, has worked well where adopted. In order to 
adopt this plan to the recent provisions of the General Conference and our present 
circumstances is, as we conceive it to be, the design of the appointment of your 
Committee. In presenting the following, we have foUowed, as nearly as may be, 
the former plan, because it has worked well, and our people are familiar with its 
provisions. The success of any measure, however good its provisions, depends 
much upon the heartiness and unanimity with which it is adopted. 

“ We congratulate ourselves that our finances are in an improving condition; a 
great majority of the charges, in some form or other, affording a comfortable sup- 
port for their ministers. Where this is not the case, it is usually found in some of 
the causes following, which we note, and their remedy : 

1. The want of attention to the system on tiie part of the officers to w'hom this 
duty is entrusted. The remedy here is reform or removal. Of officers, either have 
better, or none, and then the preacher can come directly before the people and ask 
for his support. 

“ 2. It is sometimes claimed by the officers of the churcb, tliat the members 
when called upon neglect or refuse to pay. This is sometimes induced by the 
want of proper pastoral labor. Where this is the case the preacher should make 
haste and amend. Where this inattention exists in any charge to any considera- 
ble extent, it emban-asses. seriously, the finances. Such delinquents are usually 
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delinquents on many other subjects, and the pastor is sadly deficient in his duty 
if they are permitted to remain in the church for any great length of time unless 
they amend. 

“ 3. At times, and in certain parts of the Oonferenco, there is a real inability to 
pay the full or any considerable part of the claims, involving, necessarily, sacrifi- 
ces, and sometimes suffering on the part of the preacher and his family. There is 
no remedy for this in tlie absence of missionary appropriations, but to patiently 
suffer the will of God for a while, and the free interchange of preachers, by the 
Bishop, from one part of the Conference to another — none refusing to suffer if his 
brethren are ready and willing to sympathize and suffer with him. 

“ 4. Another disturbing element is found in the fact that ministers, eitlier of 
commanding abilities or financial skill, fully confident of their ability to obtain a 
competent support, neglect to cany into effect the detail of the Conference plan, 
and either ignore all plans or introduce one of their own. The result is, that their 
support is obtained, perhaps, but, when their successor conies on, he finds the 
charge without system, or operating upon one with which he is not at all familiar. 
His support suffers in consequence, and he suffers in comparison with his eminent- 
ly successful predecessor. The remedy is, tliat ministers should feel that their 
abilities should be made to contribute to the public good, as well as their indivi- 
dual interests. 

“ 5. Another is the indolence or inefficiency of the preacher. The only remedy 
is amendment or suffering ; for all the plans in the world will not help tlie cause. 

‘ He that will not work neither shall he eat.’ 

“ We cannot succeed permanently until our members are thoroughly impressed 
with the fact that the entire financial responsibility of the church is with them, 
and not the ministry. Then, with some well digested plan, uniform in its adop- 
tion, the support of the ministry will not depend upon so many contingencies. 
Many charges that feel the responsibility ol the support of the preacher, are much 
more anxious to secure popular ability to aid in their finances than in the spiritual 
welfare of the church. 

“ A source of encouragement to our people, and of information to others, would 
be a full and faithful report, spread upon our annual minutes, of all the contribu- 
tions (of whatever character) made for the support of the preachers in the diffe- 
rent charges, which oui- minutes, at present, do not show — thereby creating the 
impression that our annual supplies are much more meagre than tliey really are. 
We refer to one particular : a fair cash value for the use of a parsonage is as really 
a contribution for the support of a preacher, as though so much money was raised 
and paid for the rent of a house. The minutes should show this, which should act 
as a powerful stimulus to our members to build preachers’ houses. 

“ We herewith submit the following plan, and affectionately advise our preach- 
ers and members to see that it is carried into effect : 

“ I. MAKING ALLOWANCKS. 

“ It shall be the duty of the estimating committee provided for in the Disci- 
pline (page 55) to meet on the third Friday after tlie close of the session 
of the Annual Conference, at 1 P. M., at the place designated by the last 
Quarterly Conference of the preceding year, and proceed to estimate the amount 
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necessary lor the support of the preachers, as required by the Discipline. We 
would recommend that the Stewards and Leaders meet at the same time and place, 
or as soon thereafter as practicable, the Preacher in charge acting as cliairman, or, 
iti his absence, one of the Stewards, to be chosen by the official members present ; 
and after ascertaining the probable amount of traveling expenses, house rent, and 
other expenses necessary to be embraced in tlie general estimate, the Stewards and 
Leaders then present shall apportion the whole amount necessary to be raised to 
the different classes on the charge, as may be agreed upon by the official members 
then present. The wliole estimate and apportionment to be submitted to the 
Quarterly Conference next ensuing for their approval or amendment. The charge 
shall then be districted among the several Stewards, whose business it shall be, in 
connection with the Leaders of the districts, to see that the respective amounts be 
apportioned to the members of the classes of the several districts. After such ap- 
portionment is made, then it shall be the duty of the Steward of each district to 
see, or cause to be seen, each member of the class, and obtain his name to a sub- 
scription for the amount apportioned to each, if practicable, and further to circu- 
late such subscription among our friends, not members of the church. Let this be 
done as far as practicable the first quarter of each year ; but, if it should not be 
done, let the first Quarterly Conference, as far as possible, be required to carry the 
above arrangejnent into effect, 

“ ir. THK COLLKCTlOnS AND DISBURSKMENTS. 

“ We recommend that, in all the charges — circuits as well as stations — Leaders’ 
meetings be held once a month, when all that has been paid to the Leader be re- 
ported to the Steward of the district, and this, with the amount collected by 
him in his district, shall be paid by him to the Treasurer, Avho shall be a Steward, 
and elected by the Leaders’ meeting. And in case the preacher receives any sum 
directly from the members, lie sliall furnish to the Steward, or Leader having the 
oversight of the members paying, the amount so paid. And when these several 
amounts are paid in, then they shall be disbureed to the Preachers by the Stew- 
ards, tliey keeping a proper record of the same in the following order : First, tra- 
veling expenses ; second, house rent ; third, quarterly allowance of the preacliers. 
And until these claims shall be met quarterly, nothing shall be appropriated to 
other purposes, only with the consent of the preacliers. 



“ In case no Leaders’ meetings arc held, then the duties devolving upon such 
Leaders’ meetings shall be performed by the Quarterly Conference. 



! 



III. REPORTS TO THE QUARTERLV CONFERENCE AND CLASSES. 
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“ The reports from the different classes shall constitute a part of the business of 
each Quarterly Conference, under the immediate direction of the Presiding 
Elder of the District (whose duty it shall be to oversee the temporal in- 
terests of his District.) who shall see that the reports are properly made and en- 
tered on the Steward’s book. The classes shall each be called in the Quarterly 
Conference ; the amounts collected during the quarter shall be reported and paid 
over, either by the Leader or Steward, and if there is a deficiency, the cause of 
that deficiency shall be stated. Eacli Steward shall be held responsible for 
proper efforts in his district to the Quarterly Conference. The amounts paid by 
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class during the quarter, the deficiency, if any, and the cause assigned for 
such deficiency, shall be reported at the close of the Love Feast ; and each Stew- 
ard shall see that a report be made in the classes of his district, of the amounts 
expected from each member, the amount paid and the deficiency, and the different 
members shall have the privilege of stating the reason of such deficiency. Such 
I'eport to be made once a year. 

“iv. REPORTS TO THK ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 

“We recommend that the preachers report to the Annual Conference after the 
following order, and the Conference cause the same to be published in the annual 
minutes after the same order, viz.; First, allowance; Second, deficiency; Third, 
traveling expenses (embracing moving expenses); Fourth, house rent — to embrace 
the actual amount paid for the preacher’s house, or the fair annual rent of one on 
the charge. 

“ We submit the following resolutions : 

“ Resolved, 1. That we adopt the foregoing financial plan, and heartily recom- 
mend it to the notice of our people, and instruct our official members to adopt it 
as far as practicable. 

“ 2. That the Presiding Elder of each district, and the preachers in charge, be 
specifically charged with seeing that the provisions of this plan be introduced in 
all the charges ; and that they be requested to report to the next Annual Confer- 
ence in writing any defect, in their judgment, in the practical working of this sys- 
tem or any part thereof. 

“ 3. That where a deficiency exists on a circuit, no provision shall be made to 
meet that deficiency by the Stewards of the Annual Conference, unless they are 
satisfied that a proper effort was made by such preacher to introduce the foregoing 
^ plan. 

“4. That there shall be a standing committee from year to year, liable to be 
changed by the Annual Conference, to be called the Financial Committee, whose 
duty^it shall be to observe the practical wmrking of this system, mark its defects 
and the failures to put it in operation, to hear the reports of the preachers, and 
make such suggestions from time to time to the Annual Conference on this subject 
as they may deem necessary.”

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VII. REPORTS AND RESOLUTIONS. 

Seport of the Committee on the Bible Cause. 

The Committee on the Bible Cause submit the following report : 

An enterprise so intrinsically important as the publication and distribution 
of the Word of God, needs no argument to commend it to a living Churcli. Tlie 
American Bible Society is beyond all doubt the most efficient agency for ac- 
complishing this work among us. It therefore affords us sincere pleasure to 
learn that during the year ending May lOth, 1860, the receipts of tlie Parent 
Society amounted to $435,956.92, being an advance of $20,945.55 over the pre- 
vious year. 

During the same period the Society has gratuitously distributed books to tlie 
amount of $47,628.80, which have gone to supply almost every conceivable 
variety of want, ot the precious word of life. Besides, very liberal cash grants 
have been made to tlie several branches of the Church, to aid them in their Mis- 
sionary and Sunday School enterprise ; $7,500 of which have been given to our 
own denomination. There have been also 81 new auxilary societies organized 
during the past year. Within the bounds of our own Conference and under the 
direction ol our very efficient agent, there has been a very encouraging advance of 
contributions, over the previous year. 

The work of exploration and supply at home surprises us, by showing that in 
five counties of our own State 1489 families have been found destitute of complete 
copies of the Holy Scriptures — a fact which should stimulate us to greater zeal 
in so holy a work. 

We recommend for your adoption the following resolution : 

licsolved, That the American Bible Society well deserves the sympathies and 
patronage of all philanthropic and Christian people, and that we hereby commend 
the cause and its agents to all our Churches and Congregations. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

^lVherc(^s, The dissemination of religious knowledge among all classe.s, in va- 
rious language!?, both at home and abroad, by the circulation of tracts and the cheap 
publications' furnished by our Tract Society, must exert a powerful influence in 
enlightening and converting the world. A.nd ivhereas, There appears to be a 
want of interest among us in reference to this great work ; therefore — 

Resolved, 1, That our confidence in the necessity and usefulness of this Society 
remains not only undiminished, but is vastly strengthened by our experience and 
observation in each succeeding year of its history. 

Resolved, 2, That we will labor to sustain this noble enterprise, enlarge its 
power for usefulness and urge forward its glorious conquests, by our influence and 
our prayers, and by taking up a collection for its support, on our various charges, 
the present Conference year, wherever it may be deemed practicable.

be discouraged until this object is secured. 
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4, That we approve of the report of tlie majority of the membere of the com- 
mittee appointed by the late General Conference on the subject of slavery, but 
regret that it failed to obtain a constitutional majority of the General Conference.

“ Resolved, That Ave will make an effort to place one of our church periodicals, 
at least, in the hands of every family belonging to our congregations, giving the 
preference among the weeklies in the order named in the report.”

Resolved, 1, That the use of malt liquors is an immorality. 

2, That we Avill preach on the subject of temperance once or more during the 
coming year, and urge upon all our people the importance of total abstinence 
from dl that Avill intoxicate. 

3, That we will urge the impropriety of our members renting buildings for 
the sale of intoxicating liquors. 

4, That Ave most cordially approve of the organization of the Michigan State 
Temperance Alliance, as it secures efficiency and permanency in this important 
field of benevolence, and also secures the friends of the cause in all parts of the 
State from the imposition of irresponsible lecturers. 

5, That we cordially welcome, as a most eloquent advocate and effectual fel- 
loAV laborer in the field of temperance, the Agent of the State Temperance Al- 
liance, Mr. J. B. Merwin, and most heartily commend him to the sympathies of 
the friends of the cause throughout the State. 

All of Avhich is respectfully submitted.

That we will, as Christian ministers, wholly abstain from the 
ordinary use of tobacco in all its forms ; and, so fiir as practicable, will urge upon 
others to do the same. 

2. That Ave will faithfully preach against this evil, and use our best endeavors 
to banish it from the church and the world. 

3. That we hereby and henceforth strongly recommend to all brethren who 
may use tobacco, and shall from time to time ask to unite with the Detroit Con- 
ference on trial or otherwise, wholly to di.scard this base practice before they seek 
admittance to this body.

On Fraternal Correspondence. 

Resolved, That those ministers who may be stationed in places where any of the 
Ecclesiastical Bodies with whom we are in correspondence, shall meet, during the 
year, be, and they are hereby constituted, our delegates to such bodies. 

In Belation to Statistics. 

The Presiding Eldei’S were requested to furnish each of their Preachers in 
charge Avith blanks for their statistics during the year, the Preachers to fill them 
out at home, and present them, or cause them to be presented, to the appropriate 
committees, by the second day of the next session. 
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On the Claims of Superannuated Preachers, Widows and Orphans. 

The Secretary was directed to estimate the amount necessaiy to meet the de- 
mands of the Conference claimants — To apportion it among tlie several districts, 
and to publish such estimate and apportionment in the Minutes. 

Each Presiding Elder, with the assistance of the District Stewards, was request- 
ed to apportion the amount assigned to his district among the several charges, and 
to urge the Preachers to collect the amount assigned, as far as practicable. 

On Legal Forms, for Appointing Boards of Trustees and Filling Vacancies. 

E. H. Pilcher, George Smith and R. R. Richards were constituted a Commit- 
tee to prepare forms of certificate for the appointment of Trustee.s, and for filling 
vacancies in Boards of Trustees. 



IX. MEMOIR OF REV. ROBERT DUBOIS. 

Robert Dubois, the subject of this sketch, was bom near Ogdensburg, in St. 
Lawrence Co.,11^. Y., December 12, 1820. In 1835, while a mere lad, he came to 
Michigan, and found a home at Ann Arbor. In the year following he became a 
member of the M. E. Church, under the pastoral labors of Rev. Bro. T. Wily. In 
1843, entering the ministry, he traveled that year on the Dearbornville circuit, 
under the supervision of the lamented Brakemax. In 1844 he entered the Michi- 
gan Conference on trial, in company with a large class of young men, eight of 
whom are now members of the Detroit, two of the Michigan, and one of the Oregon 
Annual Conferences. His appointment for the year was Hillsdale circuit, with 
Adam Minnis preacher in charge. In 1845 he was sent to Brooklyn, in company 
with S. C. Stringham ; in 1846 to Medina circuit, with Peter Sabin ; and 
was returned the following year as Preacher in charge; in 1848 and ’49, 
he was appointed to Dundee ; in 1850 and ’51 to Ingliam. His health failing 
here, at liis oAvn request, he received an appointment to the Lake Superior 
country, and was stationed at Kewawenon Indian Mission. With recruited 
energies, he labored here with his usual success for two yeans, but was obliged, 
by returning illness, to abandon the field, reluctantly superannuating at tlie 
close of the third year. In 1855 he removed to Ann Arbor, where, after a pro- 
tracted illness of several yeans, he peacefully closed liis counse upon earth on 
Tuesday, Febuary 28, 1860— aged 39 years, 2 months, and 16 days. These 
dates form the statistical eras of our Brother’.s career. But however important 
in their place, they cannot reveal to us the man, they cannot daguerreotype liis 
inner life and .soul. 

What was the man ? what hi.s gifts, his spirit ? what his works ? Avhat were tlie 
impressions he left upon those about him ? what monuments has he reared for 
Truth and God ? These are questions that may appropriately find a response in 
what we have to say of him who was late of earth, now of Heaven. 

Of his early school days we cannot definitely speak ; but for several years we 
find him enjoying the advantages for mental culture at the old Academy in Ann 
Arbor ; afterward, in company with Estabrook, and other distinguished teachers 
of the State, at the Tecumseh branch of the Michigan University. In his journal 
Ave find a statement that may perhaps throAV some light upon the habits of his 
mental nature, as well as upon the sources Avhence lie derived his information. He 




says : “ There are four eminent means by 'w^hich the mind may improve itsell in 
knowledge — and they are, observation, conversation, meditation and reading.” 
Disqualified in a great measure for protracted study, by an excitable tempera- 
ment and nervous disabilities under which he labored during most of his minis- 
terial course, it could not be expected that he should excel in the book department 
of knowledge, but his sound judgment, his practical common sense, his executive 
efficiency, tell us unequivocally that the other sources oi knowledge of which he 
has spoken, were not neglected by him. by observation and conversation, he had 
a knowledge of others, and by meditation a knowledge of himself, and wa.s there- 
by qualified to move n\en. He was the practical man. His thoughts were origi- 
nal. Tor tlie purpose of enriching his discourse, he drew from the same source as 
did the first hook - makers — who thought before they wrote --from tho original 
fountains of thought that ought to be unsealed and flowing from the depths of 
every liuman intelligence. Eis religious education commenced at a very early 
age. His parents w'ere exemplary members of the Scotch Presbyterian Church, 
and paid such attention to the spiritual culture of their children, tliat we ai’C not 
surprised to find among liis papers the statement that, “ from his earliest recollec- 
tion, the impoitancc of Divine things was deeply impressed upon his mind.” 
But, v:ere it not for tho deceitfnlness of sin, and the general depravity of onr na- 
ture, we should be surprised to find him say, in immediate connection with the 
above, that he long delayed the hour of his return to God. From his joumal, we 
learn that about the middle of December, in the year 1836, soon after his arrival in 
this State, v. liile present at a class meeting in the village of Ann Arbor, bo was so 
powerfully impressed w'ith a sense of his sinfulness, that he was utterly deprived 
of all refit either of body or of mind. Soon after, at a time of no special interest 
in religion, he found the Saviour precious. Of the joy and peace which overflow- 
ed his soul, ho has spoken in the most glovfing language — quoting the fines. 

Twaa a heaven below, 

REDEUjiKr. to knotc." 

Bro. Dubois was no .stranger to the interior life. 'While others have been con- 
tent to walk about Zion, marking the stateliness of the external proportions of the 
temple of Christianity, admiring with philosophic eye, her towers, ho could only 
be satisfied by crossing the thresliold and gazing with ravished vision upon the 
spiritual spleudors of tire interior. It was from the depths of this personal expe- 
rience in the things of God, that he was enabled to speak tliose glowing, positive, 
soul - arresting words in the cars of a revolted and deatli - seeking world, bring- 
ing captive multitudes to Christ. Spiritual heart - power empower.s all other power 
in the Church, and is that without which all talent, all evangelical machinery, is 
but powderless artillery — a stcamless engine — a navy on the sand. Singleness 
of heart, unity of purpose, constancy of effort, characterized our brother throughout 
his entire career. When but a youth, while listen ing to the first Methodist sermon 
he ever heard, from the glowing lips of the immortal Jesse Lee, his soul stinck fire 
with the thouglit, “ I, too, will be a Methodist Preacher.” When converted, the 
call of God but seconded the promptings of his own enkindled zeal, and though 
deeply conscious of liis own helplessness, his prajer ■was, Lord send me — — thy 
grace shall be sufficient for me.” To the ministry of reconciliation he gave his 



liearl, his labor, and his liti.*. Cheeifully making its sacrifices, meekly enduring 
its hardness, devotedly fulfilling its high behests, he went forward trusting in his 
Master’s strength, and rejoicing in his Master’s blessing, until failing strength hade 
I him rest awhile upon his shield ere he entered into his Master’s jov. 

Bro. Dubois was not a showy but an earnest man. He abhorred shams — wor- 
t shipped truth — never fougJit with painted swords or flowery wands. He gloried 

in the cros.s, in the edge of fire, in the tongue of flame. “He prayed into the 
^ ■ heart of God ; he spoke into the hearts of men.” He was a successful man — con- 

sistent in his life, believing in his prayer, clear in his statement of truth, power- 
ful in his exhortive appeals. He was a man for the times. He took the people 
[ with liim. Revivals followed him from appointment to appointment, thus leaving 

* as the result, the influence of his life and labors upon earth — a line of light 

I from which he has gone up, lost in tlie overwhelming effulgence t)f Heaven.
